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Claims 1 1-22, 35 and 36 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1 .142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected inventions and/or species, there being 
no allowable generic or linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election)

Claim 23 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hidaka. 
Hidaka shows MOS structure wherein plural capacitors S (Fig. 6B) are connected in 
parallel across a source of voltage. Figures 20A and 20B and the text relating thereto 
indicate that the capacitors may be either memory cell capacitors or MOS capacitors. 
See column 22, Iine2 to column 24, line 35 of Hidaka with particular emphasis on 
column 23, line 65 to column 24, line 9. Elements S of Figure 6B are considered a 
plurality of unit test cells across two nodes wherein the elements can contain a MOS 
capacitor as set forth in that portion of Hidaka set forth above relative to Figures 20A 
and 20B. The limitation in claim 23 to "dielectric layer whose breakdown time is being 
measured" is not given patentable weight since claim 23 is an apparatus claim. 

Claims 24-34 are allowed. 

This application contains claims 11-22, 35 and 36 drawn to an invention 
nonelected with traverse in Paper No. 5.
